Upon which the blind Man in- 
formed him, that on finding his Eye- 
ſight decay, he thought he might pick up, 
by that Means, a ſmall Pittance in caſe he 
grew totally blind, and keep himſelf 
from a Workhouſe, where he believed he 
might fare worſe; that he bought a 
Flute and Inſtruction Books, and had 
practiſed without any Maſter but half a 
Year before he loſt his Sight, and had 
been blind about two Months; that he 
could play ſeveral difficult Pieces; and 
on a Perſon's patiently reading to him a 
new Piece of Muſic, he would engage 
foon to play it off correctly. This ſo ir- 
ritated Mr. Medley, that he inſtantly 
gave the Man his Flutes and Books, 
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telling him, that as he knew better how 
to uſe them, he certainly had more right 
to them than himſelf, who had, by their 
Means, loſt much Time, to very little 
Purpoſe. 


A Deſire to a particular Knowledge is 
a great Stimulus, but unleſs the Genius 
Joins with it, all the Study and Pains- 
taking in the World will be fruitleſs.

| ba the Commentaries of John Stadius 
on L. Julius Florus, printed at Ox- 
ford A. D. 1669, on Book I. Ch. i. 
P. 25 and 26, it is mentioned, that the 
City of Rome was begun to be built the 
xii Kal. of May [i. e. the 20th of April, 
though the Generality of Chronologers 
put it the xi. Kal. or 21* of April,] 432 
Years after the taking of Troy, which is 
confirmed in P. 24 and 27; and in the 
Preface, P. 15, and Comment, P. 26, it 
is ſaid that the City of Rome was begun 
to be built 730 Years and 185 Days 
before the Birth of Chriſt; in which laſt 
Place is further added, that from the 
Building the City to the preſent Year, 
in which Stadius was writing his Com- 
mentaries, viz. A. D. 1565, were 2514 
Years, Therefore from 2514 Years 
I 2 ſubſtract 
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ſubſtract 1564 compleat Years, the 
Remainder is 930, the current Year be- 
fore Chriſt, in which Rome was founded; 
ſubſtract 930 from the Year of the 
Julian Period 4714, and the Remainder 
is the Year of the Julian Period 3764, 
anſwering to the Year before Chriſt 950; 
but Stadius, as before obſerved, twice 


fays, that the Building of the City was 


begun 750 Years before Chriſt; this 
being ſubſtracted from 9go, the Re- 
mainder is the Error, 200 Tears too 
much; therefore from 2314 ſubſtract 
200, and the Remainder 2314 Years is 
the corrected Interval between the Founda- 
tion of Rome, and the Birth of Chriſt, 
eonſequently this Event happened Anno 
J. P. 3964, from which ſubſtract 432 
Years, and the Remainder is the Year of 
the Jul. Per. 3532, when Troy was 
taken; to which Euſebius, in his Chron, 
agrees. Deduct 3532 from 4714, and we 
have the 1182d Year current before 
Chriſt 
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Chriſt anſwering to that Event, therefore, 
periculo meo, for 2514 Years, read 2314 
Years. This Reckoning of Stadius fixes 
the Birth of Chri/t on the 229 Day of 
OZober, Anno J. P. 4714; for from the 
Year 4714, Oftcber 22, or 295 Days 
from the Kalends of January, deduct the 
Year 3964, April 20, or 110 Days from 
the ſame Kalends, the Interval is 750 
Years, 185 Days, as by Stadius ; he thus 
places (contrary to hiſtorical Truth) the 
Birth of Chriſt after the Death of Herod 
the Great.

677, or Fouls 
cackle; but this Annotator has miſtaken 
the Senſe of his Author. It was a Practice 
in Butler's Time to transſuſe the Blood of 


healthy young Men and Women, and 


ſome- 
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ſometimes Cattle, into the Veins of old 
Men and Women, for the Prolongation 
of Life, and Renovation of Youth, This 
Cuſtom is here ridiculed by Butler, who 
calls thoſe Fools that ſuffered the Blood 


of Cattle to betransfuſed into their Veins 


and at the ſame time Cattle, becauſe a 
vulgar Notion prevailed, that the Perſons 
who underwent the Operation, would 
participate of the Nature of the Beaſt 
whoſe Blood was injected. Shadwell 
burleſques this Cuſtom in his Virtuoſo, 


where Sir Nicholas Gimcrack reports ſome 


Experiments of this Transfuſion, and 
their Effects. But how a Transfuſion 
of Blood can make Fools tattle, or Forwls 
cackle, (for it does not appear that Poul- 
try were uſed in the Operation) is not 
eaſily to be conceived.

IN Theſaurus Geegraphicus (Fol. Lon- 

don, 1695) P. 258, Col. 1, the Author

I T has been commonly reported, and 
confirmed by modern Travellers, that all 
Birds attempting to fly over the Lake 
Aſphaltis are ſuffocated with the ſulphure- 
ous Vapours ariſing therefrom, and fall 
down dead on its Surface; and Gordon, 
in . his Geographical Grammar, P. 282, 
confirms it; but this is notoriouſly falſe, 
for vaſt Quantities of Fowl fly up and 
down upon it, and ſometimes, in queſt of 
Food, deſcend upon ſuch Reeds, or other 
Subſtances, as float on the Top thereof. 
The Report likely took riſe from the 
Efficacy the Poets gave the Averni, and 
ſome other Lakes, on that Account, 
which Lucretius touches upon, Lib. vi.

the Great Toes correſpond to the 
Thumbs, the Little Toes to the Litcie 
Fingers, and a Toe is termed Diilas 
Pedis, (a Finger of the Foot,) the 
Great Toe is called Po/lex Pedis, (the 
Thumb of the Foot;) and a Perſon 
that has Toes is ſaid to be digrtaras, 
that is, fingered or tocd. As to the 
Body, there is a Caſe in our Law 
Books, where a Cotoner was cenſured 
for taking an Inquiſition on a Skulls 
it was held, that his Power aro only 
ſuper Viſum Corporis, upon the View of 
the very Trunk, and not of a Skull, 
Leg, or Arm. The Head, Legs, and 
Arms are only Members, or Appen- 
dices of the Body, and not the Body 
itſelf, When a Man is run through 
the Arm, Leg, or Thigh, he is not 
ſaid to be run through the Body; there- 
fore the Pariſh of. Roxhaom have no 
Claim to the Thumbs or Toes as any 
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Part of the Body; and the Hands, di- 
veſted of the Thumbs and Fingers, pais 
with the Arms to the Heralds Office. 
In ſhort I conceive that the Poor of 
wxhoam, beſides the Lady's Legs and 
Thighs, can claim very little more than 
her Back-bone, and the Ribs, which 
are not pliant; and that Mr. Medley 
may reſerve the Thumbs and Toes to 
himſelf, and ſupply ſeveral of his Friends 
with digital Tobacco Stoppers.
